DUICK operated briefly as ISICK May 6-9; 
while it is clear that he was somewhere in 
the South China Sea, it is not clear that 
contacts will count for "Spratly." It has 
been rumored that Chito operated from an 
“"unadministered" reef, hence the 1SICK call- 
sign rather than DUICK/P. There were prob- 
lems with the generator, and the resulting 
very weak signal necessitated "list" opera— 
tions, run mostly by DU9RG. Those fortun- 
ate enough to have worked 1SICK will have 
to wait until Newington sees the documenta- 
tion and approval for DXCC is granted or 
denied. QSL to Chito Kintanar, 10-12 Ave., 
Cubao, Quezon City 3008 Philippines. 


W6LAS/SV/A Mt. Athos at the end of April was. 
legitimate, according to SV1JG, who himself 
had applied for operating permission in 1983 
but was turned down. Reports are that Gus 
made about 200 contacts on 20 Meters SSB 
only, so the station on 15 CW was probably 
bogus. Apparently only Europe was worked. 


The "Brown Sugar Net" now meets on 14310 at 
0200Z (a time change). Lately, both KH7 and 
KH9 have appeared there. SEANET still meets 
on 14320 at 1200Z, and S2BTF is rumored to 
be showing there around 12302.

CHINA: Although VE7BC claims that BYIPK 
will not be in their new building until 
September or so, a recent visitor states 
that the move has already been made. In 
fact, the slowness of QSLs recently was 
attributed to the move. When you send 
your QSL to Beijing, $$$ are preferred to 
IRCs, and they like to see mint stamps, 
too. There is still talk of additional 
stations being set up, including one near 
Hong Kong, and at least one person on 
this side is trying to raise money to pur- 
chase some gear for the Chinese. 


F6BBJ was back on Gabon April 20, as pre- 
dicted, but nothing has been heard from 
him. He was fairly certain of getting a 
3C1 license and hoped to use it from both 
Equatorial Guinea and Annobon, with trans- 
portation being the big question mark. 
Another problem is getting equipment into 
those countries (DXPress). 


A donation to the Heard Island DX Assoc- 
jation of $25 will get you a membership, 
help pay for the VKGJS/VK@NL expedition, 
and perhaps support a future operation 
from Kermadec. VK9NS is reportedly try- 
ing for ZL/K permission in the same way 
he got Heard OKayed, by dovetailing ama- 
teur radio with a scientific expedition. 
H.I.D.X.A. is at PO Box 90, Norfolk Is- 
land, Australia 2899. 


As for IDXF, they were collecting donations 
at Dayton in return for VK@CW cards. No 
cards have yet been forthcoming from N2DT, 
the official QSL route (for North America), 
and the lack of any sort of press release 
from IDXF since the Heard operation is 
leading some to wonder about the health 

of the Foundation.
